Remarks from the Chair 


Dean Valaskakis informed Council that the Chairs of the Faculty of Arts and 
Science had met again at a second retreat the previous day to look at problems 
and issues in the faculty and attempt to find some solutions. 


Dean Valaskakis noted in reading over the minutes, that Council requested Mr. 
Donald Chambers’ presence at a meeting. Mr. Chambers is Senior Advisor and 
Registration Coordinator in Dr. Sylvia Carter’s office. Dean Valaskakis said that 
we would arrange this for a fall meeting of Council. 


Questions and Announcements 


Mr. Parent reminded Council that he had requested that Council not meet during 
the official examination period. He noticed that Council would meet on 
December 11th which would be the middle of the examination period. He 
requested that the Dean look into this situation, given the active involvement of 
the student members of Council. 


Dean Valaskakis asked Mr. Parent to bring this issue to Steering Committee. 


Dr. Pallen said that the Board of Governors was going to set up a Board of 
Inquiry to look at the allegations raised by Dr. Fabrikant against the academic 
integrity of the Dean and the Faculty of Engineering and Computer Science. He 
reported that the Board of Governors was awaiting legal advice on whether they 
should proceed with their enquiry while Dr. Fabrikant’s case was before the 
courts.

Nominations for Honourary Degree Candidates 


Dean Valaskakis reminded Council members that nominations for Honourary 
Degree Candidates were confidential. 


Dr. Robinson remarked that nominations for Honourary Degree Candidates were 
not officially closed until October 15, 1992, 


Dr. Pallen remarked that the nominations of persons in the political arena were 
discouraged. 


Dean Valaskakis agreed but pointed out that senior civil servants were not 
considered in the same light as members of Parliament who were elected to their 
positions. 


Arts and Science Faculty Council approved the nomination of three candidates 


whose names and biographical sketches were to be forwarded to the Graduation 
Ceremonies Committee. 


Graduate Curriculum Course Changes 1993-94 (Report 78G) 


Dean Valaskakis asked Dr. Stevens to introduce the document. Dr. Stevens gave 
Council a brief description of the changes. 
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It was moved and seconded (Steven/Baggaley) that Arts and Science Faculty 
Council approve the Graduate Curriculum Course Changes 1993-94 (Report 
78G) as circulated. 


Dr. Pallen queried the resource implications. 


Dr. Stevens responded that the only resource implications would be part-time 
sections. 


Mr. Parent asked if this would have any impact on the undergraduate program. 
The undergraduate students were concerned that the increased focus on graduate 
education would adversely affect undergraduate education at Concordia. 


Dr. Baggaley responded that there was no need to worry about teaching sections 
being cut from the undergraduate program in order to put on courses in the 
graduate program. 


Mr. Parent asked if the money for library purchases would be reduced at the 
undergraduate level. 


Dr. Baggaley responded that this program had been in existence for many years 
and that this was a fine-tuning of the program rather than an addition to the 
department. He could not imagine the undergraduate programs being adversely 
affected by these changes to the graduate programs. 


Dr. Pallen reminded Council that the Government policy for funding universities 
was that every Bachelor’s degree awarded by Concordia would bring in $400, 
increasing to $600 for each Master’s degree and $1,000 for each Ph.D. degree 
so that undergraduate students also benefitted from the graduate programs that 
were initiated. 


Dr. Fink asked why the Department was changing the Comprehensive 
Examination in Educational Studies to a Directed Study with Extended Essay or 
Research Project. 


Dr. Stevens responded that the Comprehensive Examination was never given in 
the format as we understand a comprehensive but had been used as a Directed 
Study Course to determine whether the student had a comprehensive knowledge 
of the discipline in which s/he would be graduating. The program changed the 
name to reflect the nature of the practice. 


It was moved and seconded (Steven/Baggaley) that Arts and Science Faculty 
Council approve the Graduate Curriculum Course Changes 1993-94 (Report 
78G) as circulated.

Dr. Byers asked why the curriculum changes were coming to Council this late in 
the year and asked whether curriculum changes would come to Council in the 
future in the spring as in the past, or at any time during the year. 


Dr. Stevens apologized for bringing these curriculum changes to Council so late; 
the reason that they were late was because there were staffing problems in her 
office. Curriculum changes would normally be presented to Council in the spring 
as in past years. This change in procedure was due to extraordinary problems in 
her office last Spring. 


Mr. Fiset wished to clarify for the Ministry of Education that the Adult Education 
Program had been approved by Council; he understood that he could now tell the 
Ministry that we had. 


Dean Valaskakis responded affirmatively. 


9, Motion - General Education Committee to be subsumed under Arts and 
Science Curriculum Committee 


92-6-4 It was moved and seconded (Stevens/White) that the General Education 
Committee be subsumed under the Arts and Science Curriculum Committee. 


Dr. Stevens said that the reasoning behind the motion was that items reviewed by 
the General Education Committee were sent to the Curriculum Committee for 
their review and approval. She felt that the General Education Committee was 
redundant. The Curriculum Committee had seven members who represented a 
wide range of interests in the faculty; she felt they were very capable and 
conscientious and that the area of general education was well within their 
mandate. 


Mr. Parent asked if the Graduate Student Association had a member on the 
Curriculum Committee. He felt that with the numbers of graduate programs that 
had been coming before Council in the past few years, the graduate students 
should have a representative on the Curriculum Committee. 


Dr. Stevens said that she would welcome graduate students members on the 
Curriculum Committee. 
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Dr. Byers said that the General Education Committee was set up after the merger 
of the Arts and Science Faculties of Concordia for certain curriculum proposals 
of a faculty-wide nature. He questioned whether these matters would be dealt 
with by the Curriculum Committee. 


Dr. Stevens said that they would. 


Dean Valaskakis added that there were two such items before the Curriculum 
Committee at the present time; one being the 24-credit rule and the other being 
the 18-credit rule. 


It was moved and seconded (Stevens/White) that the General Education 
Committee be subsumed under the Arts and Science Curriculum Committee. 


Carried. 
Other Business 


Ms. Beaudoin asked if there would be other business discussed at the October 
Graduation Meeting of Council. She was concerned as the meeting was 
scheduled for the morning when many students were attending class. 


Dean Valaskakis responded that there could very well be other business on the 
agenda but we could not change the time of the meeting as Council had to work 
around the Registrar’s Services schedule. 


Dean Valaskakis suggested the students could ask Steering Committee to delay 
certain issues to a later meeting if the students could not be present but the 
October Graduation Meeting of Council could not be delayed.

Dean Valaskakis reminded Council that the next meeting of Council would be 
held Friday, October 16, 1992 at 9:30 a.m.
